De- 
clination, when all Symptoms are leſſen2d. | 

Progn. Tumors from Flegm'and Melancholy are hard to cure. 
Thoſe f from corrupt Blood or Bile, that ſeize the internal parts, 
that apyears about great Veſlels, Joynts, Nerves, Membranes and 
noble Parts, are of great bigneſs, and in ill-habired Bodies are dan- 
gerous. The contrary are of more eaſie Cure. They end four 
. ways. 1. By Diſſipation, which the leflening of the Symptoms 
ſhew. 2: Suppuration, in which Pain and Beatings are increaſed 
with a Fever. 3. Þduration, which the.coo- ofc and immoderate 
uſe of repelling and diſcufling Mzdicines have cauſed. 4. Corrup- 
ton, from the defett of Natural Heat, as ina Gangreen. . 

Cure, 1. By hindering any further Flux to the part (of the Cau- 
fes of Plethora, and ill-habit, that procures Fluxion. See Inftitutions.): 
This.is done by intercepting, repelling, revelling, derivation, and 
corroborating the part it ſelf.

T HEY are from unprofitable Seroſities ſuperabounding, 
which either afli&t the whole Body, called Anaſarce ; and 
then the Sanguification of the Chyle is hurt : Or ſome parts 
which are many, and may receive their diſpatch here. If the 
lower Belly -only, or with it the Legs generated from the ob- 
* ſtruction and ruption of the La#eal Veins, ing their Liquor 
into the-Cavity of the Belly, Aſcites. If Wind with Water, diſtend 
the Belly, being either in the-Caviry or Gurs, *tis called Tympe- 
mites. Theſe three kinds ſhall be diſcourſed of afterwards. If wa- 
ter be colleted in the Head, 'tis called Hydrocephalos. If in the 
Breaſt, Hydrops Peffors. If in the Navil, Hydrcmphalas. And in 
Ne Cods,. Hydrecele. If in other external parts, 'tis called watry 
umors. 

Signs. They are painleſs, more or lefs ſwelled ; if preſſed, re- 
urn Ipcod] .

Signs. They are round,: or longiſh, hard, moveable ; Seldom 
with _ at firſt, and incloſed in their proper Cyfu, which reſift 
Touch. 

Cauſes are Melancholy, Flegm, or both mixt, ariſing from crude 
and craſs Meats,hence moſt familiar to Children. Alfo from Wa- 
ters wherein Mercur. is contained, os trom the craſs part of the nu- 
tritive Juice ſent to the Glandules ( as hath been eſteemed ) the 
moſt ignoble parts. The Cyfs is produced from the formative fa- 
culty, which ſoorns to be idle.

now come to the form of Medicaments, uſeful in Chirurgery, 
which are call'd Artificial, becauſe Artificially preſcribed, for pre- 
ſent uſe. Theſe are cither Liquid or Solid, the firſt are in the fol- 
lowing forms. - 1. Hjedticns, when there's need to caſt in Liquors 
into ſeveral parts of the Body, as into-Anrs, and fo Clyſters are of 
uſe, which talls to be the Chirurgions work, eſpecially at Sea, 
where no Apothecaries are allowed : and as at Sea, they may con- 
tent themſelves with Broth or Sza-water, ſo now at Land that moſt 
in common uſe is Milk, courſe Sugar, and a little Salt. And this 
may ſerve to mollitie, looſen, cleanſe and eaſe Pain, in which may 
be boy Coriander-Seed, and inſtead of Sugar put in Syrup of 
Violets. To bind, aftringent Herbs are to be uſed, of which you 
have ſeveral ſorts, fitted for ſeveral uſes, in ſeveral Diſeaſes. The 
Party to.reccive it, is to lye on the Right-ſide. Imjettions into the 
Womb. And thole are either to cleanſe, conſolidate, eaſe Pain, move 
Courſes, or to ſtrengthen.

*T15S a Conſternation of the Mind, with an Abolition of the ex- 
ternal Senſes and Motion. Parts aftefted are the Brain with 

- its Nerves. Difer. ?Tis either proper or Symptomatick, ſtron 
or gentle. ?Tis true, ſome think the Heart, others the Liver is 
Lungs, and ſome the Archexs are in fanlt. Others have various 
apprehenſions to what part of the Brain ; but certainly the Brain 
it ſelf is the ſubjet. Caſes are, thick Lympha, much obſtru&- 
ing part of the Nerves; alſo viſcid Phlegm, ſometimes Blood : ſo 
© Falls from on high, Concuſſion, ſadden fear, ſuppreſſion of 
Noſe-bleeding, or Blood extravaſated from Wounds of the Brain;

and a depravation of the ſhape, figure and ſymmetry of the fore- 
ſaid parts. _ 
Tis either Univerſal, polleſſing the whole Body : and this is, ei- 
ther when the Body, Head and Neck, is drawn forward, called 
Emproſthotonos ; or backward, called Opiſthotonos ; Or when the Bo- 
dy remaineth altogether inflexible and nnmoveable, called Teraros. 

The particalars are various, as that of the Eye, called Strabiſmus ; 
One of the mouth, called Tortara oris, &c. There are alſo Con- 
vulſive motions from Wind, called the Cramp.

CHAP. II. 
Of Fewers. 


f Bs are variouſly defined, Some ſay *tis an over-frequent Pulſe, 
N. N. but with this muſt be adjoined other things, as ſome 
approaching trouble of the Body, or notable pain, and ſo the weak- 
- Tang of ſome natural tuntion. Others, that it is a Preternatural 
increaſe of the Bloods Circulation through the Lungs, Heart, Brain, 
and all the parts of the Body hurting the functions : Others, That 
it is a hot Diſtemper of the whole Body ariſing from Pretcrna- 
tural heat kindled in the Heart, and diffuſed with the Spirits and 
Blood, through the Veins and Arteries, into the whole Body: Of 
others, a more frequent efferveſcency of the Blood. The cauſe 
of the too preternatural frequency of the Pulſe, is either a perma- 
nent and over-rarefattion of the Blood or any thing that*s ſharp, 
being ſometimes ſowre, of lixivial Salt, or briny Salt carried to 
the Heart, and there internally gnawing the ſubſtance of the Heart, 
or any Vapour ſo carried to the Heart, &c. Parts affefted are the 
Stomach, Guts, Duodenum, Liver, Pancreas, Meſentery, Glandules, 
and ſometimes the Joints, &c. 

Cauſe of contiuual-Fevers, is Bile or. Lympha (in which are com- 
prehended the Parcrearick, Juice and ſpittle) or both vitious, ard: 
railing ſuch an eftervency in the Hearts right ventricle, whence the 
Pulſe 1s continually produced more frequent, The cauſe of all *:- 
termitting Fevers 1s the .Juice of the Pancreas, in ſome part of it 
ſtanding ſtill in one or more of the ſide-paſlages of it, obſtrutted 
and made ſharper by its ſtay there, and piercing through the Phlegm, 
more or leſs viſcous,. the cauſe of the noted Obſtruftion,” a way 
being prepared by force by that ſowre Acrimony, and poured out 
into the ſmall gut, and there raiſing a vitious efferyeicency with 
Uuu 2 | Bile 
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Bile and Phlegm; producing different colds in the beginning of 
the Fits. 

Fernel. affirms, That gentle and wandring Fevers, are moſt oft 
lurking in the Pancreas. Others ſay, the Internal Cauſe is thought 
chiefly to be, That after the Stomach hath not well coneotted the 
Aliment, the Pancreatick Juice being too ſhirp, not mixing it ſelf 
well with the Bile and the Chyle,the tile preternaturally regurgitates 
through the Cava to the Heart, and whole Body. In the interim, 
the thick Lympha lying in the Pancreas, it ill performs its office, 
hence are all intermitting Fevers. | 

External Cauſes are contuſion, cold of the external parts (heat of 
the Air, whether Natural or Artificial, as in Ephemera's, as alſo all 
N. N. taken) by which the Circulation of the Blood and Lympha 
are impeded. If what hath been writ briefly be ſerioully attended, 
perhaps there may be found all that hath been writ of this Diſeaſe 
in many , Volumes as'to the Cauſes. Differences are many, whe- 
ther continual, or intermitting be reſpected ; whether taken:from 
the Cauſes or Symptoms of both, which fo far as is needful; may 
be reckoned after. Some deny that there are any ſuch Fevers as 
Quotidians, but Authority and daily experience proves the contra- 
Ty ; though they aver, that double Tertians, and treble-Quartans 
are taken for Quotidians. 

Siyn. The Pulſe is always preternaturally- quick, very oft op- 
prelied: pain of the Head is either pricking or heavy, alſo beat- 
ing, as in Ephemera, from Heat, Air ,. Sun, Cc. yea, diſtending, 
gnawing, and as if bored, as in burning Fevers, as well continuzl 
as intermitting. The ſick is overwhelmed with Anxiety of the Heart, 
or rather of the upper Orifice of the Stomach, called Cardjalgia, 
Sometimes theres ſhivering or ſhaking (eſpecially about the Regt- 
on of the Loins, where there's very oft intolerable pains) ſome- 
times not. Many Vomit in the beginning, after which they are 
reſtteſs, and then ſweat, and fo. it ends for that time ;- If intermit- 
tetts, as well ſimple as double Fertians, as alſo Quartans. 

Progn. Continuat and Acute Fevers are not fafe, for there* 
oft-times ſomewhat preſent we know -not of , as Malignity, &r. 
whence many condemn F. S. in continuals, yea, alfo in intermit=- 
tents, which vehemently afflitt, even the Tertian, which is ſuppo- 
fed the moſt ſecure, if only intermitting. Quartans called the 
Phyſicians ſhame, may be cured, if the ſick will obſerve an exact 
d&i&. -A double Tertian, there's danger in it, and many, if not 

gently 
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gently handled, are removed thereby. A ſimple exquiſite Tertian 
is calily cured, it ending the ſeventh fit at fartheſt. Hippoc. Aphor. 
59. Sett. 4, &C. | 

Indicat. There's greater regard to bz had of vhe Stomach, Pan- 
creatick Juice, Liver, and Meſentery Glandules, than of the Heart 
or Brain ; the Limbs are not to be neglected, ris neceſlary they 
ſhould be heated. The acrid Bile is to bz temperated, the more 
craſs, which oft happens, is to be incided, The abundance of Hu- 
mors, in thoſe more tender, are gently to bz evacuated. Stronger 
Purges not being fit, unleſs to Ruiticks.. All veh2ment Sudori- 
ſicks are to be ſhun'd, as rather drawing from than helping Nature. 
All things flowing freely, uſe not violent things. Where Blood is 
thin and boyling, 'tis to be thickned, and quieted, and. all ſharp- 
neſs temperated and removed. Habituous flatulency to be diſculled, 
and its riſe prevented. Humors oftending in quality, altered and 
corrected, and the quantity being: akered, are to be by degrees 
evacuated, and all obſtruftions to be removed. With all which Uni- 
verſals, Specifick Fever-frighters are to be mixed. 
Cure, Humors are firſt to be prepared, unleſs the matter bs tur- 
gid, which ſeldom. falls out, eſpecially in ſome Regions, as Flar- 
ders, &c, Yet the firit ways are always to be gently evacuated, 
Some have given Purges in Intermittents on the kit day, athough 
there have not appeared certain Signs of concoclion in the Urin, 
four or five hours before the Fit come with good ſucceſs. Others 
before the Fit a little, and in it with good event; but. uſually in 
Tertians, purge after the third or fourth Fir. In/Quotidians later, 
in Qnartans very late ; ſcarce before the thirtiet-day; on the in- 
. termitting days. Many commend Vomits which have proved very

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CH AP. IV. 
Symptoms of Fevers, or Symptomatick Fevers. 


Hs already treated of Fevers continual and intermitting, as 
alſo their Cauſes, *tis neceſſary that ſomething be writ of their 
Symptoms, which if grievous, do many times remove Patients, as 

o0n as the Diſeaſe it ſelf: and herein may be had this advantage, 
that the Remedies fit to remove or diminiſh any Symptom, amend, 
and together correct the depravation of Humors or ſolid parts on 
which thoſe Symptoms immediately depend. Thoſe Wat attend 
continual Feyers are, 

I. Burning Fever, fo called from its exceeding heat z which doth 
not only accompany thoſe called Synoche ,, or containing-Fevers, 
which continne without a fit to their laſt, or compleat cealing. But 
Synechers, or Continuals, which have ſeveral Fits, though they con- 
tinue to the end, either daily, or every third or fourth day, which 
therefore may be called Quotidian Continuats,'&c. being com- 
pounded of Continual and Intermittents concurring. Now theſe 
Burning Fevers are always attended with a dry thirſt, ſcarce quench- 
able. This is cauſed from Bile. primarily, and peccant not only'in 
a ſalt Acrimony , but alſo an, inflammable Oylineſs: hence the 
Pulſe is very great and oyer-frequent.z together with troubleſome 
watching, and obſtinate thirſt. | 

Cure, In theſe Y. S. is:to be forthwith, as in plercy, ſo by fre- 
quency, eſpecially if there be Plethora, as much as ſtgength. will 
bear. This done, if Bile be turgid, and there be hopes of carrv- 
ing into the Guts, and thence out, uſe mild Cholagogons, as Be Rad.

IV. The Cauſe of Delirinm, or raving Fevers, which is ſome- 
times grievous at leaſt for ſome days, is Bile peccant both in a 
more falt Acrimony, and a more acid Ollineſs, which diminiſheth 
the viſcouſneſs of the Pancreatick Juice, and fo cauſing a vitious 
Efferveſcency , which being made ſharper, frames an Humor not 
unlike black Bile ; from which, together with watching and Head- 
ach, there's raving ; after Convullions and laſtly Death it ſelf is 
produced, if not cured : which is perforn'd, as by giving what's 
before mentioned ; ſo alſo by thoſe things eſpecially, which will 
not only procure lleep, but powerfully and mildiy temper a ſharp 
bilious Humor, and fo aſſwage its over-ſharp efferveſcency, with an 
acid ; for which end Opium is chief, and any Opiate thence prepared; 
-or rather any fixt Sw{phur of Vitriol or Antimony, which is moſt ex- 
cellent.

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V. Speedy waſting Fevers are from Bile, quickly bringing ſuch a 
Conſtitution to the Blood; by which it becomes unfit for nouriſh- 
ment ;. yet needs there more plenty of food, becauſe of the Feveriſh 
waſting of the ſeveral parts. It may be cured by uling and mixing 
with other Medicines, ſuch as do powerfully, yet madly correct 
Bile too ſharpand fat, as ſþir. Sal. dul, which is very excellent, which 
may be mixed with other altering Medicines before preſcribed. 
Of Malign Fevers. after ; as alſo of a Hectick, which is alſo a 
waſting Fever.. And thus rauch for Symptoms belonging to Conti- 
aual. and Containing Fevers. 


CHAP. V. 
Of'S yy mptomatick 'Inermitting Fevers. 


' A. Mongſt- theſe we ſhall find ſome ſuch: as are before, as to 
which we ſhall bebrief: You have been minded before, that 
the.Cauſe of Intermitting Fevers, as intermitting, is from the Pan- 
ereatick Juice, obſtrufted and ftanding till in its lateral paſſages. 
Our work is now to. deduce all the Symptoms in theſe Fevers, 
though very different, if notable, both from the ſame, and alfo 
from other Humors joyned with it ; beginning 
I With Coldneſs or | Chilneſs that attends them.. Its Cauſe is 
the over-acid - Pancreatick Juice, which having pierced through the 
obſtrufting Phlegm, - forthwith combates with the: Bile it meets, 
with in-the ſmall Guts, and ſoraiſeth an efferveſcency with it ſharp- 
er than uſual ; which-varies according to the variety of the Phlegm, 
alſo- adjoyning : and. ſo long as. that acid: Juice by the help of 
Phlegm,, over-powers Bile, it.produceth-a Coldneſs, and that vari- 
ous:. For where there's'a Canflux of the forefaid Humnors in the 
ſmall Guts, the foreſaid Juice being more acid, and: Phlegm not 
very viſcans, it afflicts the Guts,. and. eſpecially the Loins with ve- 
hement. coldneſs. But if the Phlegm and Spittle be very viſcous, and 
ſo, hinder the piercing of the Juice, there's little or no coldneſs felt ; 
and that: ſometimes in the middle of the Belly, 5. e.. about. the end of 
the ſmall Guts, and ſometimes only. in the extream-partsofthe Body. 
Tf the: Head abound with a Phlegmatick Humor, and withitbe joyned 
either the acid Juice or jtsVapor,then cold infeſts the inner part ofthe 
Hcad, and withal there's alſo.a Catarrh attending. If the Vapors be 
| more: 
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more gentle, and by mixture with Phlegm in the Guts, become more 
flatulent and paſs to the Lungs ; there are in the beginning of the 
Fits raiſed yawning, gaping,unquietneſs, and wearineſs of the Limbs; 
it being diſperſed alſo through the habit of the Body. The Yapors 
leſs mixed with Phlegm, bur different in degrees' of ſharpneſs, do- 
produce ſometimes a ſhivering and ſometimes a ſtiffneſs. Theſe Ya-- 
pors more ſharp breed gnawing, pricking, and ſo griping pain in 
the Belly ;, but if much Phlegm be mixt, there's bred inore weighty 
and beating pain. The ſame Vapors more flatulent and ſharp, 
cauſe the Pulſe in the beginning of the Fit to b2 more frequent, 
which by degrees grows leſſer when cold increaſeth, by reaſon of 
the increaſed acidity ;, and hereby comes want of all Animal Motion. 
Theſe Colds with other Symptoms accompanying, are cred with:

4M, Of this to be taken a Spoon- 
ful ſeveral times in a day, and two or three hours before the Fit 
comes take three ſpoonfuls ;. increaſing the heat of the Body mild- 
ly cither with. motien,, fire, baths, or clothes; that the force of 
the Medicine may be diſperſed all over, and fo the parts affefted : 
This laſt chiefly is helpful in thoſe Melancholy and Phlegmatick..

The Burning Fever ariſeth from Bile, then ſharp,. oily, and 
plentiful ; the Pancreatick Juice being ks ſharp, and Phlegm but 
little and. leſs tough : Hence from the more hilious Vapors raiſed, 
there*s uſually raiſed anxiety about the Diphra9ma ;, ſometimes. 
queaſineſs and vomiting,. and beſides a looſneſs : if the Vapors be 
very bilious, they cauſe thirſt, the Pulſe greater and ſtronger,.heat 
and burning in the Heart, and thence. in the whole Body; . after.a 
dryneſs of the Tongue, difficulty of breathing, heat, pain,, beat- 
ing, watchings, ravings, ©c To temper the heat and its Symptoms, .

HI. The Fever calPd Epiala, which is a twofold intermitting Fe- 
vever, and both cauſed by the over-ſharpneſs of the Pancreatick 
Juice; ſo that the Coldneſs of the one concurs with the heat of the 
Other, and the new Fit of the firſt and coldneſs returns, when the 
beat of the latter begins to encreaſe and moleſt the Sick. Cure. 
Uſe the Julep above in coldneſs ex aq. Card. ben. &c. having 
Fill regard there be alteration according to the more urging Sym- 
,ptom. 

IV. Thirſty Fever is from over-ſharp Salt in Bile, which, if much 
Ollineſs accompany thirſt, is troubleſome, chiefly in time of heat ; 
but if more gentle, it moleſts even while cold. For Cure, ſee 
Thirſt in the former Chapter ; and obſerve, that during heat you 
may drink more plentifully : of which take--heed in coldnefs, jn 
which ?tis better to waſh the Mouth with clean Water, or mix*d 
with Wine, to deceive thirſt : or then you may dillolve ſame laps 
Prunelle in drink, and fo take it in ſmall quantity. Fe Prunel. rec, 
Conſer. oxyacanth. an. 5 ij. contund. in Mortar. vitri, pro uſu. Two 
ſpoonful to a pint of water. 

V. Hungry Fever is cauſed by the Pancreatick Juice having amore 
Erateful acidity, but potent by its obſtruftions ; when it aſcends 
to the Ventricle, it cauſeth not only cruel hunger, but ſometimes 
fainting and other Symptoms, except meat be given. To Cure that 
Hunger which threatens fainting, uſe ſuch thingsas potently deſtroy 
and concentrate the ſharp Humors ; which are oc.Cancr.Coral. Perlar. 
Crete, &c. only reduc'd to pouder, and given in fit mixtures, or 
alone, or in Wine, Beer, or Broths to the quantity of a few grains, 
till hunger is obſery*d to diminiſh. 

VI. Heart-ach Fever is cauſed by the Pancreatick Juice getting 
a corroding quality, chiefly when Bule 1s alfo ſharp, and their con- 
curring makes a potent efferveſcency, whence _ vapors riſe to 
the Stomachs upper Orifice, and ſharply bite and gnaw it. *Tis 
cured by Opiats which may be added to ſeveral Medicines according 
to the diverſity of other Symptoms, becauſe they mitigate and 
aſſwage both kinds of ſharpneſs, whence the pain of the Ventricle 
-arifeth. But they muſt be taken oft and in little quantity, until 
"the Pain þe cured or leſſened. 


VIL Griping 


VB. Griping Fever cauſed by the Pancreatick. Juice both too ſharp 
and tart by its obſtruQtions, and putting forth its Acrimony, one 
while into the ſmall Guts, other-times into the thick ; with which 
if viſcous Phlegm and Bile, at leaſt moderately ſharp, do concur, 
they raiſe winds, which diſtend the Belly together with the Guts, 
and beget the'Colick pain, an importunate Companion of this Fe-

As for _ Humors, 
ſometimes then alſo ſliding down from the Head, and filling the 
Wind-pipe, the ſame Phlegmagogons are fit to be taken in ſmall 
quantities , together with ſuch as cut and correct Phlegm, and 
chiefly in form of Pills. As for windy Vapors commonly cauling the 
Aſthma, either wholly, or much increaſing it ; all things will pro- 
fit which amend the matter, and efficient cauſe, and hinder their 
riſe, and difcuſs and diſſipate them being bred; for which ſee 4th. 
21s, from thoſe particular Cauſes. 

XIL The Feveriſh Cough is cauſed by Vapors moſt uſually, ſel- 
dom windy, and not ſo viſcons as ſharp, partly to be aſcrib'd to 
the Pancreatick. Juice, partly to Phlegm in the Guts, but ſharper 
and more biting : So 4 as they come to the Lungs, they pro- 
voke and compel them to cough continually. This is cred by ſuch 
things as do- temper and diſcuſs the over-ſharp Vapors, which 
Opiats do, being joined to volatil and oily Salts, ancoft uſed in 
the Fitsin a little quantity, whereby they will perform it the hap- 
pier, ſooner, ſafer, and ſurer ; as BR Ag.

XIII. Catarrhal Fevers ariſe from Humors in the Head, gradual- 
ly gathered and diſſolved by means of an intermitting Fever, car- 
ried thither, and moved every way according to its 4/ti/llation and 
defluction. Theſe call for divers Medicines to cure them, as they 
conſiſt of a different mattcr, and afflit divers parts. In general 
their vitious quality is to be corrected, their plenty diminiſhed, 
and the parts uſually afflicted, ſtrengthned, So thoſe viſcous are 
to be attenuated and cut with Aromaticks before mentioned. Se- 
rous and falt Catarrhs are to be tempered with Oily and Opiate 
things, as Pi, Cynogloſ. de Styrac, &c. The thick are to be eva- 
cuated with Phlegmagogons, the ſerous with Hydragogons : The Parts 
aftefted, or that may be affected, are to be ſtrengthened again

ry, falt ſerous matter, by glutinous things : . Externally uſed in form 
of Plaſters, Unguents, ' or Liniments; and /nternally in form of Pill, 
Tablets, Conſerves, &c. ' Of which ſee in-Catarrbs in the Firſt Book. 

XIV. Gonty Fevers, if from the Papcreatick Juice, ſo corrupted as 
that it chiefly afflifts the Joints, whether with -wch Acrimony, & car- 
rying with it Bile, with whigh it doth vitiouſly efferveſce and raiſe 
the moſt grievous pains : Or le/s ſherp, riling againſt viſcous Phlegm 
and not ſharp Bile, is much dall'd of the ſame, and hinders the motion 
of the part with a Phlegmatick Tumor, rather than an acute'Pain ; 
where ob/erve, That often daily, or every other day, the feveriſh Firs 
which return, do not afflit the Sick with a notable” or troubleſome:

But 
without doubt, as there are Peſts without Fever, ſo there are ſome 
Malign Fevers without the Plague ; at the leaſt more eſcape than 
dye in the-firſt, contrary in the Peſt. Malign Fevers, their cauſe 
may be faund out ; the cauſes of .the Peſt, or rather its Nature; we 
cannot_ comprehend, being a puniſhment from God, whoſe ways 
are paſt finding out: In both there's a ſudden and unexpected 
caſting down the ſtrength of the whole Body, though in the one 
more than._in the- other. Fevers take the name Adahgn, as oft. 
as the ftrength of the ſick is ſuddenly and unexpettedly dejected, 
or far more grievous Symptoms occur, than are wont to be ob- 
ſerved in ſuch a like Diſeaſe. This dejeCtion of the vital ſtrength 
is diſcerned by the Pulſe, even from its beginning too weak, or 
ſuddenly much weakned, and by unexpetted death oyerwhelm- 
ing the ſrck. They are cither Epidemical, raging among many at 
the ſame time, having a common cauſe, as the air, -vitiated food, 
| or private affecting this or that Man only, and that for a fingu- 
kr cauſe, and then for the moſt part known by the name of Poy- 
fon. Again, they are either contagious, infefting others, or not 
at all, not harming the by-ſtanders, Again, they are either more 
Acute, tending to an end in few days, or longer, during a long-

4ppear, they are dangerous, unteſs the Malign Humor be ſent to 
ſome other part, as hath. been obſerved.” After the diſappearing 
of a Bubo in the Groin, there hath appeared a Gangreen of the 
Foot on the ſame ſide, and fo they have eſcaped.
